BBITISH HONDURAS. 

Beport from Bluejwlds — Fruit port. 

Belize, British Honduras, July 27, 1900. 
Sir : I have the honor to inclose the weekly report of the registrar- 
general. There is quite an increase in the death rate, but it is not of 
any special significance. The Mexican gunboat Libertad, which has 
been in this port for some ten days, cleared for New Orleans on 24th 
Instant. I have inspected the American steamer Breakwater, Eivara, 
clearing for New Orleans ; 10 passengers, 4 in transit, 6 from Belize ; 
cargo, mail, fruit, rubber, coffee ; 35 in crew.
